afloat. Seattle has docks already in use approximately 1800 feet 
in Jengtn. How can docks only 600 feet in length with a depth 
«?f only 27 feet °f water alongside and in the channel on which 
they face, accommodate deep-sea ships from 700 to 900 feet in 
length drawing from 27 to 29 feet of water? That, however, is 
what Col. Rees urges as a substitute for the destruction of the 
Key Route basin on which docks 1000 feet in length and with 
any depth of water desired can be provided. The suggestion is 
absurd, and the attempt to carry it out to further a gigantic real 
estate scheme is virtually criminal and should be throttled at 
once.
